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Sliding Val ve. 











The drawings illustrate an improvement in 
paper pulp digester sliding valves, Figure 1 
being a longitudinal vertical sectional view of 
the invention on the line V W of Fig. 2; Fig. 2, 
a vertical cross-sectional view on the line X Y 
of Fig. 1 ; Fig. 3, a perspective view of the box 
and the adjustable guide and wedge in position; 
Fig. 4, a detached view of the combined adjust- 
able guide and wedge; Fig. 5, a detached per- 
spective view of the sliding valve. The inven- 
tion relates to the class of valves used to dis- 
charge the contents of paper pulp digesters, 
though the device may be used for many other 
purposes—for instance, discharging the contents 
of crude petroleum tanks and other liquids and 
masses of suspended matter in liquids. 

A is the valve-chest or box, so constructed as 
to have two opposite slots, B B, at each end, 
which in this apparatus is accomplished by the 
projections C, which extend transversely par- 
tially across the inner space of the box A, as 
shown in Fig. 3. D is the guide for the sliding 
valve, the edges G G of the valve overlapping 
and sliding upon the guides, one of which guides 
D is placed in each side of the inner space of the 
chest A. E is the wedge or incline, set upon the 
inside of each of the guides and forming integral 
parts thereof. F is the sliding valve, provided 
with overlapping edges G G and downwardly- 
projecting pieces FY F’, backwardly inclined at 
their front edges, after the manner of sledge- 
runners, to correspond with the angle of the in- 
clines of wedges E, and adapted to run up there- 
lapping edges G G of the face of the valve F, 
Fig. 5, bear upon the upper edges of guides D D. 
(See Fig. 2.) H forms the top of the valve-chest, 
and its lower surface, H’ (which is shown pro- 
jecting down into the inner space of the chest), 
forms the seat for the sliding valve F. ITI’ are 
the valve-openings through the top H and 
bottom J, respectively, of the valve-chest. The 
sliding valve F is furnished between and at the 
back of the pieces F’ F’ with a double back, the 
more forward one, K, being ‘‘ full,” so as to back 
completely the space between pieces F’ F’ and 
from the lower surface of the top face of valve 
F to the upper surface of the bottom of the 
chest, while the true back L of the valve is slot- 
ted from a point a little above its middle to its 
lower edge to receive the adjusting-rod M to 
open and close it. The rod M is plain and round 
from its connection with the valve F to a point 
so far outside of the back N of the chest A as to 
allow for the length of its plain surface for the 
free movement of valve F for the length of the 
forward and backward movement of the valve, 
and the rod passes through the back N of the 
chest A through a stuffing-box, O. The rod 
is screw-threaded at P, near its extremity, for a 
length equal to or slightly longer thaa the re- 
quired movement of the valve, and this screw- 
threaded portion engages with and passes 
through a correspondingly female screw-thread- 
ed box or bearing, KR, which box or bearing is 
sustained by an arm, 8, or other suitable device. 
A hand-wheel, T, serves to turn the rod M and 
move it and the valve F backward and forward. 
U’ isa flange, by which the valve-chest is se- 
cured to the flange of the discharge-opening in 
the bottom of the pulp-digester or other vessel, 
the contents of which are to be discharged. 

Two collars or rings, Z Z’ are shown on the 
inner end of the rod, M, to bear against each 
back of the valve in throwing it forward ; but 
the ring Z/ may be dispensed with, as it only 
operates in closing and not in opening the valve. 
All parts of the valve are constructed of cast- 
iron excepting the rod M, which is made of 
wrought-iron the thread being turned upon it. 
The guides D D, as they become worn by the 
friction of the sliding. valve upon them, can be 
“set up” by merely setting beneath each of 
them a strip of sheet metal equal in thickness to 
the depth of wear and extending beneath each 
guide in its whole length from slot B to opposite 
slot B. 

The operation is as follows: The flange U’, as 
mentioned above, is attached to the flange of the 
discharge orifice of the pulp digester, the inte- 
rior of which digester is under great steam 
pressure. By turning the rod M the valve F is 
drawn back from the opening I and the contents 
of the digester rush out through the openings 
Il. After this the valve is closed by reversing 
the motion employed in turning rod M. The 
valve F is pushed forward, and as it moves it 
mounts upon the inclines of wedges E E by 
means of its correspondingly-slanted pieces F’ 
F’, and the upper full face of the upper surface 
of the valve F is thrown into close contact with 
the lower surface or seat, H’, of the cover H of 
the valve-chest, as shown in Fig. 1, thus effectu- 
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ally closing the exit frum the digester. The cover 
H projects downward slightly into the space 
within the valve-chest A, which is done simply 
to add thickness to the cover, to provide for the 
wear occasioned by planing, grinding, or ‘‘ tru- 
ing” the seat from time to time, and to give op- 
portunity for giving it a uniform surface in so 
truing it by planing the projection only. By 


means of the false back K to the valve F the | 


pulp or matter in suspension in the contents of 
the digester or vessel being discharged is pre- 
vented from passing through to the back of the 
valve, as the back K fills all the space across, 
and the contents are thus forced to seek their 
only exit through the lower opening, I. Thus 
the danger of getting a lot of solid matter back 
of the valve F and between it and the back N of 
the chest A, which might prevent the full open- 
ing of the valve eventually 
is avoided. 

In applying this valve 
to oil and other tanks 
where there is no danger of 
solid matter clogging the 
valve, the false back K 
may be dispensed with. 

The claims cover: 1. In 
a valve for paper pulp 
digesters, the combination 
of chest A H, seat H’, slid- 
ing valve F. with its in- 
clined pieces F’ F’, full : 
back EK to the sliding valve, F 
wedges E E for throwing 
the upper surface of the 
valve F truly against the 
seat H’, and a stem or 
rod, M, for opening and 
closing the valve. 2. Ina 
valve for paper pulp diges- 
ters, the combination of 
chest A H, seat H’, sliding 
valve F, with its inclined 
pieces F’ F’, full back K to 
the sliding valve, detacha- 
ble adjustable guides D D, 
wedges E E, for the pur- 
pose described, and a stem 
or rod, M, to open and 
close the valve. 3. In a 
sliding valve for discharg- 
ing the contents of vessels 
after the treatment of the 
contents, the combination 
of the chest A H, seat H’, 
sliding valve F, with its 
inclined pieces F’ F’, 
wedges E E for throwing 
the valve and its seat into 
contact, and stem M to Bug . 
open and close the valve. 

4. In a sliding valve for 
discharging the contents 
of vessels after the treat- 
ment of the contents, the 
combination of the chest 
A H, seat H’, sliding valve 
F, with its inclined pieces F’ F’, wedges E E for 
throwing the valve and its seat into contact, ad- 
justable removable guides D D, and stem M to 









open and close the valve. (259,658. )

Treatment of Fibrous Vegetable 
Substances. 





This is the adaptation of previously-described 
processes for the reduction of wood to fibre for 
paper-making purposes to the treatment of vege- 
table substances other than wood, so as to reduce 
them to a state useful in the manufacture of 
paper, or to obtain fibre or filaments suitable to 
be spun into yarn for the manufacture of textile 
fabrics or felted goods. 

Inasmuch as the treatment required to be 
given to different plants varies considerably ac- 
cording to their respective peculiarities and the 
amount of resistance which is encountered in 
dissolving the incrusting matter which binds the 
fibres together, and varies also with the uses to 
which the fibre when obtained is to be applied, 
the process is described, first, in its application 
to the production of material suitable for paper- 
making, and, secondly, to the obtaining for the 
manufacture of textiles the ultimate fibres from 
plants, or the compound fibres making filaments 
from the same plants, composed of a number of 
the ultimate fibres cemented together by the in- 
crusting matter which the plants contain. 

The process may be conducted by the aid of 
a boiler capable of being tightly closed and sur- 
rounded by a jacket, within which, and around 
the outside of the boiler proper, steam can be 
admitted by means of pipes connecting a steam- 
generator with the space formed by such sur- 
rounding jacket. 

The boiler or digester should be lined with 
lead or a suitable material capable of resisting 
the corrosive action of chemical agents, and it 
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should also be provided with an escape-valve, to 
enable from time to time injurious gases or re- 
sultants formed from the chemicals to be dis- 
charged. 

It will generally be found convenient to use a 
vertical cylindrical boiler of, say, four feet in- 
side diameter and twelve feet between the two 
ends, and to facilitate the filling and emptying 
of the same, it should be mounted on trunnions, 
so as to be readily turned on its bearings. 

For paper-making, if the incrusting matter in 
the vegetable plants selected to be reduced to 
pulp is to be completely dissolved, the treatment 
is similar to that for the treatment of wood ; but 
it is not necessary in general to crush or me- 
chanically disintegrate the plants, though it 
would be advisable to cut them into short pieces. 
The pressure, too, at which the boiling is to be

conducted and the length of time for which it is 
to be continued differ from that required when 
wood is to be dealt with. Neither are so strong 
chemicals essential, and in proportion as the 
pressure required is below that necessary for re- 
ducing wood to pulp the total duration of the 
whole boiling process will be shortened. 

The process for treating straw and esparto in 
order to obtain fibre for paper making is de- 
scribed as follows: After the raw material has 
been suitably cleansed it is put into the boiler or 
digester, and completely covered with or sub- 
merged in a liquid solution containing sulphur- 
ous acid and magnesia or other alkaline substi- 
tute for the magnesia—as soda—possessing sub- 
stantially the equivalent chemical properties both 
with respect to its reaction upon the sulphurous 
acid and its effect upon the fibre of the plant. 
The solution used may contain only about 0.45 
per cent. magnesia or equivalent alkali and about 
0.85 per cent. of sulphurous acid, although a 
stronger solution will generally be preferable. 
The boiler having been closed tight, steam is 
let into the jacket until the pressure within 
the digester or boiler proper has reached, say 
fifty pounds to the square inch, when it should 
be continued at this pressure for about three 
hours. In case any sulphurous acid has been 
set free from the magnesia it will become con- 
verted under the continued influence of heat 
and pressure into sulphuric acid, and therefore 
it should be blown off through the escape- 
valve of the boiler, otherwise it will blacken or 
discolor the material under treatment. Below 
@ pressure of fifty pounds, however, there is 
little liability of the existence of free sulphur- 
ous acid. After the boiling has been completed 
the steam is blown off and the contents of the 
boiler are turned out. The fibre resulting from 
the process is then to be washed and treated in 
the usual or in any other suitable way. 

The strength of the solution of sulphurous 











acid and magnesia or equivalent alkaline agent, 
the degree of pressure in the boiler, and the du- 
ration of the boiling operation, are to be varied 
according to the necessities of the particular 
case, for the reason that plants which are com- 
pact in structure or resinous in character re- 
quire more vigorous treatment than those which 
are soft or free from resinous matter. 

The inventor finds that there is a special 
value in the employment of a solution com- 
posed of sulphurous acid and magnesia in ob- 
taining from plants fibres or filaments to be 
used in the manufacture of textiles, from the 
fact that the action of the magnesia is specifi- 
cally to render the fibre soft and pliable, and 
quite the opposite of the effect of the lime 
hitherto used, which leaves the fibre harsh and 
difficult to be spun or worked by machinery. 
In applying the process for 
this purpose the raw ma- 
terial employed must be 
such as yields fibres of 
sufficient length—as, for 
example, flax or hemp— 
and the process can be so 
adapted to the end sought 
that there can be obtained 
either the ultimate fibres 
or filaments composed of 
many ultimate fibres ce- 
mented together. If fibres 
are to be obtained which 
are wholly freed from 
incrusting matter,the solu- 
tion of sulphurous acid and 
magnesia, or alkaline sub- 
stitute having like proper- 
ties as magnesia, should be 
of greater strength, and 
the boiling operation be 
conducted for a greater 
length of time and under 
a@ greater pressure than 
will be proper in case 
filaments are to be obtain- 
ed composed of a number 
of fibres. If only long 
filaments are desired, it 
will be well to use a more 
basic solution by adding 
magnesia in a finely-divid- 
ed state, or a more basic 
compound of sulphurous 
acidand magnesia. Other- 
wise stated, although the 
general process is in all 
cases the same and the 
plants are to be boiled 
under pressure in a close 
boiler while submerged in 
a solution of the character 
described, the action of 
which is to dissolve the in- 
crusting matter which 
binds together the com- 
ponent fibres, and also to 
render soft and pliable 
the body of the fibres themselves, the treat- 
ment should have regard to the structure of 
the plant, to the nature of the gummy incrus- 
tation, and to the product that is desired to be 
obtained, and the strength of the solution, the 
duration of the boiling operation, and the de- 
gree of pressure to which, by heat, the solution 
is raised should be adapted to the requirements 
of the case. In treating flax, for example, 
either fine, white, soft, silky, but short fibres can 
be obtained, or coarser, darker, stiffer, but 
longer fibres or filaments, with the different 
gradations lying between the extremes, all de- 
pending on the treatment being varied and 
adapted in the manner referred to. If the solu- 
tion used contains 1.4 per cent. of magnesia and 
4.2 per cent. of sulphurous acid, and the boiling is 
carried on with about fifteen pounds pressure 
for about two hours and a half, coarser filaments 
of a darker color are obtained ; but if the boiling 
is carried on with thirty pounds pressure for 
about three hours the filaments obtained are 
finer, more flexible, of improved appearance and 
rather lighter in color. A good result can even 
be obtained by using a solution containing only 
0.25 per cent. of magnesia, and 0.8 per cent. of 
sulphurous acid, and boiling about three hours 
with forty pounds pressure. Even sulphite of 
magnesia (the single salt) may be used; but 
since that salt is little soluble in water, a salt is 
preferred containing so much sulphurous acid 
that it dissolves easily in the requisite or a less 
quantity of water. When this neutral salt is 
used it is strewn on the flax as it is placed in the 
boiler, so that it may be pretty evenly spread, 
and then the boiler is afterward filled up with 
water to the same height as when a solution is 
used. Two per cent. of single sulphite of mag- | 
nesia, and boiling for three hours, with fifty | 
pounds pressure, will yield fibre of a fair quality. 

For obtaining filaments that are soft, silky, 
lustrous, and of pale color, the boiling is or may 
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be carried on with seventy pounds pressure for 
about three hours with a solution containing 1.6 
per cent. of magnesia and 3.8 per cent. of sul- 
phurous acid, and (mixed with the flax) about 
one per cent. of weight of the water of caustic 
magnesia finely divided. 

When only a small proportion of the incrust- 
ing matter is required to be dissolved very small 
quantities of the chemicals may be used. Even 
0.3 per cent. of the water’s weight of neutral sul- 
phite of magnesia has a perceptible effect; but 
as a rule it is preferred to have no less than 1 per 
cent. of this salt. A solution of 0.035 per cent. 
of magnesia and 0.1 per cent. of sulphurous acid 
can be used; but a stronger solution is preferred. 
Even as small a pressure as three pounds will 
have some effect; but it is advisable to work 
with no less pressure than ten pounds. 

The foregoing example for the treatment of 
flax will serve as a guide for the treatment of 
other plants containing fibres suitable for textile 
purposes, especially hemp. 

The claim sets forth the method of treating 
fibrous vegetable plants for wholly or partially 
resolving their fibrous constituents, which con- 
sists in boiling such substances under pressure in 
a solution containing sulphurous acid and mag- 
nesia or other alkaline equivalent having the 


properties of magnesia. (260,749.)

The British Paper Trade. 


Commenting on the ‘Condition of Trade,” 
the Paper Makers’ Monthly Journal (English) 
says: 

“On all hands there are complaints, not so 
much of a great depression in trade as of con- 
tinued low prices. There can be no doubt that 
the figure at which paper is now offered in the 
market is having the effect of reducing the busi- 
ness of the manufacturer to an unprofitable in- 
vestment, and that an opinion is gaining ground 
that he is best off who can take his capital out 
of the trade and either use it more to his own 
advantage, either in some other branch of in- 
dustry, or place it in ordinarily remunerative 
securities, There is little need to point out the 
main causes of the continuance of this state of 
things, nor is it easy to seea remedy until paper 
makers shall agree to take combined action, not 
for the purpose of establishing high quotations 
for certain classes of goods, but for discour- 
aging the conditions which operate to keep the 
whole trade at alowebb. Of over-production 
we have written and every society of pa- 
per makers has talked for the last twenty 
years, and without much effect ; and yet over- 
production is at the bottom of nearly all the 
evils under which the trade is still suffering. 
And we are not alone in that respect. Accounts 
are continually coming from the United States 
of America which show that American paper 
makers can never quite realize the advantages 
they may have expected from a revival in de- 
mand, because directly the demand is diminished 
they are suffering from a plethora of stocks, and 
job lots, or clearance bargains, are on the mar- 
ket, reducing prices below a living level. If 
this is the case in a country which maintains a 
prohibitive import duty on the classes of paper 
likely to be in such common demand as to be 
easily salable under ordinary quotations, it is 
obvious that in this country where quantities of 
foreign paper are brought into the market to 
compete with already under-priced stocks which 
dealers are offering at almost any bid, the 
mischief is still greater. (So! How is that 
for Free Trade and a Free Trade paper? 
Ed. P. T. J.J] One effect of this condi- 
tion is that though, by a reference to the 
figures of official returns, business may seem to 
be on the whole steadily increasing, that increase 
will not necessarily represent increased prosperity 
to the English manufacturer, and may actually 
indicate a real depression in trade so far as dim- 
inution in prices and the consequent unremun- 
erative character of paper making is concerned. 
Thus, the first five months of the present year 
show (in figures) considerable increase in the 
shipping branch of the trade on the five months 
of 1881, though the exports for May in the mat- 
ter of printings, writings and envelopes showed 
a falling off to the amount of £5,000 as compared 
with May, 1881. The balance in favor of the 
exports in the first five months of this year as 
compared with the first five months of last year 
is £27,600 for printings and writings only, the 
net total values of other paper exports (exclu- 
sive of hangings) being £112,955 in 1881 and 
£109,361 in 1882, the result of the five months’ 
trade being much in favor of the present period, 
since they show £526,807, as against £486,700. 
A falling off has been shown in the trade with 
India and in colonial orders, but this may be 
1 orely temporary; what we would call attention 
to is that while under the general term “ station- 
ery ” there is a steady and evidently progressive 
increase in trade with Australia, India, and 
British North America, the total for May last 
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being £73,400, as against £63,086 in May, 1881, GEO. RL DICKINSON J. EL CLARK.

Surely there are grounds for serious reflection 
here, and paper manufacturers may well con 
sider whether steps cannot be taken for obtain- 
ing a common determination of the trade to 
mitigate some of the depressing influences which 
are under its own control. It would be ob- 
viously impossible to check the importation of 
paper, but it might be within the power of the 
trade by mutual consent to discourage the pre- 
vailing and it is to be feared the increasing 
practice of throwing job lots on the market to 
the depreciation of prices. We have recently 
had some revelations through a criminal prose- 
cution in a court of law of the method employed 
by a certain ciass of dealers or agents, and it 
could scarcely fail to be of benefit to the trade 
if a general expression of opinion could be se- 
cured against modes of pushing business which, 
even when they are not actually nefarious, 
inflict positive and lasting injury on an entire 
industry.

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Alkali Manufacture in Michigan. 


The offerings of Western alkali in the market 
| may be regarded as the most important indica- 
tion of the growth of the chemical industry in 
this, country that has yet manifested itself. 
The promises that have been made from time 
to time of the speedy growth of the chemical 
manufacture here have not been realized, and 
the fears of competition which those promises 
first engendered in the minds of those interested 
in European chemicals seem mostly to have 
been dissipated. The chemical works at Syra- 
cuse in this State have not yet reached comple- 
tion, though they were expected to be in opera- 
tion early in the coming year. We understand 
now that they are making progress and will be 
ready to turn out goods by the first of next 
year. The Western alkali, to which we have 
referred in our market reports, is made by the 
American Chemical Company, of Bay City, 
Michigan, The president of these works 
is a prominent dry-goods merchant of Cleve- 
land, and the vice-president and secretary 
are gentlemen prominently connected with the 
petroleum industry in the same city. The pro- 
cesses employed are said to be the invention of 
the superintendent, Herman Frasch. The works 
have been in operation for some months and 
make a number of products, among them being 
refined alkali, of which about ten tons per day 
are produced. Their goods have a ready sale,

THE PAPER TRADE.—Considerable com- | 
plaint continues to be expressed at the low state 
of the water at the mills, and a number of in- 
stances are reported of mills having to shut 
down for a portion of the day, while some on the 
smaller streams are unable torun at all. This 
has a tendency to stiffen prices slightly on new 
contracts which are offering, particularly on 
Print papers. Although News can still be 
bought at the prices which have ruled for some 
weeks past, there is a little better tone to the 
market, but we wish to be understood as 
only speaking comparatively and not to 
assume that the market is very firm. 
Quite a number of the straw-wrapping 
mills are shut down for repairs and on account 
of low water, the result of which is already be- 
ing felt in a smaller supply coming on the mar- 
ket and more steadiness to prices. The manu- 
facturers of Straw Wrappings meet at Albany 
on Tuesday, August 15. Straw Boards are very 
dull, and quoted prices are merely nominal, and 
believed to be cut quite generally by manufac- 
turers and dealers.

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The Kingsland Engine. 


The Kingsland pulping engine is too well 
known to need commendation, yet there are 
doubtless people who read THE JOURNAL who 
have not as yet had experience in its use. The 
manufacturers, Cyrus Currier & Sons, Newark, 
N. J., have not only been reducing the price of 
this engine, but they have made such improve- 
ments in it as seemed desirable. The latest im- 
provement is in the plates. Heretofore the steel 
knives both in the receiving and discharging 
sides of the engine have been of the same width, 
and as most of the wear comes on the receiving 
side the knives on that side wore out dispro- 
portionately. The knives on this side are now 
made much wider than before, and the plates 
last longer and wear evenly. To persons who 
are not acquainted with the Kingsland engine, 
the accompanying drawings will be of interest. 

Figure 1 is a perspective view, Fig. 2 a front 
view, Fig. 3 a vertical cross section, and Fig. 4 
a front view of the plate O of the engine. The 
“half stuff” descends the pipe B, Fig. 3, and 
passes into a circular chamber, the sides of 
which are formed of two plates, O, Q, provided 
with steel teeth ; these are stationary, and can 
be brought closer together, or placed farther 
apart, by the handle and gearing, G, A, C, E, 
Fig. 1, so as to grind the “half stuff” in pulp of 
the desired length of fibre. The threaded bolts 
V, passed through lugs D, bring up the back 
plate O, while F forms guides for E. Between 
O and Q a plate P is placed; it has steel teeth, 
and is rotated rapidly between them by a shaft 
and belt. This shaft works in journals, and has 
no collars, so that it can adjust itself to the 
varying distances between the outer plates. The 
pulp, when ground, passes out through pipe I, 


in a,continuous stream.

Deflection of Shafting.* 


By Henry R. TOWNE. 

The numerical co-efficients in our formule for 
indicating the behavior of materials under 
strains are derived, in most cases, from experi- 
ments with models of small dimensions. It is 
both profitable and interesting, therefore, to 
test their correctness by noting the behavior of 
large specimens and comparing actual with 
theoretical results. 

An unusual opportunity for a test of this kind 
presented itself some years ago during the erec- 
tion, under my charge, of the engines of the 
United States ship Pushmataha, at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard. A section of the propeller 
shaft, 30 feet in length and 124¢ inches in diam- 
eter, of wrought iron, turned and finished all 
over, while lying on the wharf was blocked up 
and carefully leveled. 

Repeated observations were then made to de- 
termine the deflection of the shaft at the centre, 
and the amount of this deflection (due, of course, 
to the weight of the shaft itself) ascertained ac- 
curately to be 325, inch. 

Sir William Fairbairn, in his Treatise on Mills 
and Millwork, at page 52 et seq., Part II. (Lon- 
don edition of 1863), gives the results of his own 
experiments on the deflection of rectangular 
beams, and proceeds as follows: ‘‘ For a cylin- 
drical shaft the same formula will apply with 
another constant. I am not aware that this has 
been experimentally ascertained, but it has been 
given approximately as 734.

Manufacture of Wood-Pulp Board. 


This invention has for its object to greatly in- 


| crease the strength and toughness of wood pulp 


boards for paper boxes without materially add- 
ing to their cost; and it consists in a board com- 


| posed of combined layers of chemical fibre and 


ground wood pulp, known as ‘ mechanical 
fibre,” whereby the desired result is attained, the 
several layers of pulp being properly united in 
their passage through the ordinary cylinder- 


| machine employed in the manufacture, so as to

Furthermore, a very su- 
perior finish can be given to the board, for the 
reason that the chemical fibre is longer, stronger, 
and lies better in the web, and forms a hard 
backing for the mechanical pulp, which is con- 
sequently susceptible of a harder, smoother finish 
than can be given where the entire board is 
composed of mechanical pulp. 

The board may be composed of a central or 
inner layer or stratum of mechanical pulp, cov- 
ered on each side with a thin layer of chemical 
fibre, which would be found desirable for many 


with fancy papers, in which case the original 
dark color of the board, caused by the employ- 
ment of chemical fibre for the outside, would 
form no objection to its use, as it would possess 
the much-desired advantages of freedom from 
liability to break when bent; or the board can 
be made of two layers only, one of chemical 
fibre and the other of mechanical pulp, the same 
combination of strength and toughness, with a 
white or light-colored and hard-finished surface 
of a cheaper material being thus secured. 

The claims are as follows: 1. As a new article 
of manufacture, board for paper boxes com- 
posed of combined layers of chemical fibre and 
ground wood pulp. 2. In the manufacture of 
board for paper boxes composed of wood pulp,
